A brief atateaient on the company's structure, organization, 
products, and profits la Included. 
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(1ENERAL POODS CORPORATION 


General Poods Corporation Is one of the nation's largest food 
processors, currently doing an annual volume of around $ 930 , 000 , 000 . 
Its diversified line Is sold mostly In packaged form under nationally 
advertised brand names to wholesalers and grocery chains. Much of 
the remainder goes to Institutional users and other manufacturers. 
Coffees account for the largest portion of sales (about 40#), the 
other more Important products being cereals, quick-frozen foods, 
flour, chocolate and cocoa products, and dessert preparations. 

Auxiliary activities Include the manufacture of a large part 
of the cartons, shipping cases and bags, and a portion of the cans, 
used In operations. 

General Poods operates about 90 plants, distribution centers 
snd sales offices In the Unitod States and Canada. Excluding the 
sales offices, there are about 70 processing plants, warehouses 
and distributing centers. All are owned except four held under 
lease. The four largest plants, all owned, are In Hoboken, N. J., 
Battle Creek, Mich., Dorchester, Mass., and Evansville, Ind. Other 
facilities Include waterfront properties and sheds, warehouses, 
vine stations, grain stations, elevators and tanks. 

The company reports It employed an average of 19,868 regular 
employees In 1956. This Is an Increase of slightly more than 1,600 
over the previous year. No figure was given as to the number of 
casuals employed. In 1955» General Poods employed about 2,400 
casuals. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 


On October 3* 1956, General Poods announced that Its subsidiary, 
Perkins Products Co. (Ill.) had been made an operating division of 
the company. 


On December 13, 1956, General Poods announced the sale of Birds 
Eye's frozen food plant and operation at Rockland, Maine, to National 
Sea Products, Ltd. of Halifax, Nova Scotia, Canada. The transfer 
took place at the end of Pebruary, 1957» and Involved a filleting 
plant, a marine base and nine steel trawlers. 


In early March of this year (1957) the company announced the 
reorganization of Its Post Cereals Division and Atlantic Ge latin 
(Jello) Division. As a result of this reorganization the operation 
of Gaines Don Food was made a part of Post Ce real s Division and the 
Franklin Ba ker and Walter Baker operations became part of the 
Atlantic Gelatin (Jello Division.

EXTENT OP UNION ORGANIZATION a y 

Available lnfornatlon Indicates that General Poods bargains 
with one or nore unions at 27 of Its establishments In the United 
States and Canada. The nunber of workers covered by these col¬ 
lective bargaining agreements Is not known. 

Teamster local unions are the bargaining agents for workers 
In 10 General Pooda' establishments. In six of these eighteen 
establishments, some groups of workers are represented by unions 
other than the Teamsters (Table l). 

In nine establishments of General Poods, unions other than 
IBT have negotiated agreements with the company. In one of these 
•establishments, the Maxwell House operation In Jacksonville, Pla., 
the present bargaining agent - Butcher Workmen - has agreed to 
turn over representation of this group of General Poods workers 
to IBT Local #512, at the termination of their agreement with the 
company. 

In summary, only IBT locals hold contracts at 12 establish¬ 
ments; only non-IBT unions hold contracts at nine General PoodB' 
establishments (including the Jacksonville, Pla., operation 
mentioned above); and at six establishments, both the IBT and 
one or more other unions each represent different groups of workers. 

The extent of union organization in Oeneral Poods Corp., plants, 
by Teamster conference area is shown in accompanying Table 1; for 
the Sales Division, except Distributing Centers, In Table 2; by 
company division In Table 3; and Table 4, is a list of all known 
establishments broken down by company division and Teamster 
conference area which Indicates whether the establishment Is 
organized or not and, If organized, by what union or unions. 

a/ No comprehensive check could be made of the status of organization 
at each location because of the deadline placed upon completion of 
thla report. Therefore, the above remarks and following data 
represent a compilation of only the material which was readily 
available In our office. 
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Organization by Teamster Conference Area 

Organization of Oeneral Poods establishments by Teamster 
conference area is more than 40% complete in two areas - Central 
and Western. Table 1 shows total number of establishments, the 
number organized by various unions, the number unorganized and the 
number about which we have no Information. 

Since the report of April, 1956, two conference areas have 
experienced a change In the number of organized General Poods' 
establishments in their areas. In the Eastern Conference area 
because of the sale of Oeneral Foods, Rockland, Maine, operation, 
there are now aeven Instead of eight organized establishments. 

In the Western Conference area the number of organized establish¬ 
ments of Oeneral Poods has Increased from six to seven. In the 
Central and Southern Conference areas the figures remain eleven 
and two, respectively. 

In relation to the total number of known establishments in 
a given conference area, union organization Is most complete in 
the Central and Western Conference areas. By conference area, 
based upon Table 1, the percent of union organization of Oeneral 
Poods' establishments are as follows: Central - 46£ (11 of 24); 
Eastern - 253* (7 of 28); Southern - 33% (2 of 6); and Western - 
50% (7 of 12). This same relationship holds true, although the 
percentages naturally change, both in respect to all unions and 
to Teamsters locals separately. 

Organization by Comoany Division 

Th* most completely organized of the company's divisions 
appeara to be the Bireley Division. All five of this division's 
known establishments are organized at least by the Teamsters; at 
the Hollywood, California, establishment, groups of workers are 
represented. In addition to the Teamsters, by the Machinists, 
the Operating Engineers and the Plumbers. 

Of the 20 known Birds Eye Division establishments five are 
organized - two aolely by the Teamsters and three by 1BT and 
another union. 

The Sales Division, excluding the Distribution Centers, is 
completely unorganized to the best of our knowledge. Until the 
recent (April, 1957) opening of seven additional cen f ers, In 
leased facilities, all except one of the major Distribution 
Ceneters of Oeneral Poods were organized. The lone exception Is 
located at Camp Hill, Pennsylvania. 

Other divisions of Oeneral Poods which are completely 
unorganized or for which we have no Information, but whlcn could 
fairly be assumed to be unorganized, are: Electric Cooker 
Division; Perkins Products Co., Division; Central Laboratories; 
and Oeneral Poods, Ltd. (Canadian).

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EXTENT OP UNION ORGANIZATION 

According to available information, General Poods Corporation 
bargains with one or more unions at 27 plants, distribution centers, 
or sales offices in the United States and Canada. The number of 
workers in these organized establishments is not known. 

Locals of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters represent 
General Poods workers at 17 establishments. In 6 of these 17 plants, 
one or more unions other than the Teamsters also represent some groups 
of workers (Table 1). 

Unions other than the IBT have negotiated contracts at 10 General 
Poods Corporation establishments. 

In summary, only IBT locals hold contracts at 11 plants; only 
non-IBT locals hold contracts at 10 different plants; and at 6 plants, 
both the IBT and one or more other unions each represent different 
groups of employees. 

Establishments organized by the Teamsters are listed in Table 2; 
by non-IBT unions, in Table 3; and unorganized plants in Table 4.

EXTENT OF UNION ORGANIZATION. BY COMPANY DIVISION 


The Company's Bireley Division appears to be most completely organized, 
all of the 5 known plants being represented by Teamsters' locals. 

Five of the 19 known Birdseye Division plants are organized: 1 aolely 
by the Teamsters; 3 by the Teamsters and another union; and 1 solely by 
non-IBT unions. 

As might be expected, the Sales Division is least organized. However, 

3 of the 4 Distribution Centers within the Sales Division are organized by 
the Teamsters; the Distribution Center at Camp Hill, Pa. is unorganized. 

EXTENT OF UNION ORGANIZATION. BY CONFERENCE AREA 


Eleven General Foods Corp. establishments are organized in the Central 
Conference Area; 8 in the Eastern Conference; 6 in the Western Conference; 
and 2 in the South. 

In relation to the total number of known plants and establishments in a 
given Conference Area, union organization is most complete in the Central 
and Western Conferences, 11 out of 26 and 6 out of 16, respectively. This 
is true both with respect to all unions and with respect to Teamsters locals. 

A list of organized General Foods establishments, including Teamster 
locals and other unions is shown in Tables 5-8.

Out of 15 Oeneral Foods Corp. contracts available, both Teamster 
and other unions, a union shop was provided in'only one (Blreley’s 
Division - IBT #744, Chicago, Ill.), and a modified union shop in one 
other (Franklin Baker Div. - Heat Cutters #56, Hoboken, N.J.).

The crucial phrase in this clause is "shall, as a 
condition of employment, pay or tender regular monthly dues to the 
Union throughout the period of the Agreement- "

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APPJNDIX A 

1) General Poods Corp., Blreley's Division, and Teamsters #744 

Soft Drink Drivers and Helpera 
Article 1 - Union Recognition 

The Company agrees to employ only Drivers and Helpers who are 
members of the Organization, or who, upon being employed by the 
Company agree to become members of the Organization. The foregoing 
shall become effective only upon certification of the National Labor 
Relations Board that such provision has been authorized In accordance 
with Section 8 (a) (3) of the Labor Management Relations Act of 19^*7. 

It Is expressly understood and agreed that each employee of the 
Company shall submit to a physical examination as to hla health and 
physical ability at any time designated by the Company, said examina¬ 
tion to be made by a doctor selected by the Company, and the expense 
thereof to be borne by the Company. If any employee should be found 
to be physically not fit to continue his employment, the Company 
reserves the right to dispense with his services. All delivery of 
beverages will be made by members of Local 744. 

Soft Drink Inside Workers 
Article 2 - Union Security 

The Employer agrees to hire and keep in employment only members 
of the Union In good standing or those who agree to become membera on 
or after thirty (30) days from the first date of employment. Nothing 
In this article shall be construed to conflict with any Federal law 
or rule or regulation made pursuant thereto. 

On receipt of written authorization from each member of Local 744, 
the Employer agrees to deduct Union dues from the pay of each member 
monthly. Such authorizations, once given, shall be irrevocable for a 
period of one year. 

Upon receipt of written authorization from each new employee, 
the Employer agrees to deduct Initiation fees in the amount of five 
cents (5^) per hour for each hour worked by such new employee, such 
deductions to be made once weekly and remitted to Local Jku.

Should any member of this Union be suspended for delinquency in 
Union dues, party of the first part, the Employer, agrees to dis¬ 
charge said employee upon receipt of written notice from an accredited 
officer of the union.

RE: General Foods Corp. — Extent of Union Organization 


Based on incomplete information, General Foods bargains with some 
union at 25 of its current operations in the U. S. and Canada, 
as follows: 22 plants and 3 distribution centers. 

We do not know how many workers are represented in these organized 
locations. As of March 31, 1955, General Foods employed 18,178 
regular and 2,367 casual employees throughout its entire operations. 

At 15 locations (including both plants and distribution centers) 
the I.B.T. is the bargaining agent (Table I); and at the remaining 
10 operations, unions other than I.B.T. (Table II). At 6 locations 
(Walla Walla, Wash., Pocomoke City, Md., and Hillsboro, Oregon - 
Birdseye Div.; Hollywood, Calif. - Bireley's; Kankakee, Ill. - Corn 
Mill Div.; and Hoboken, N. J. - Franklin Baker Div.) the I.B.T. and 
one or more other unions each represent different groups of employees. 

Organization appears to be most complete at the Company's Bireley's 
Division. As is to be expected, the Sales Division is least 
organized. However, 3 of the 4 Distribution Centers within this 
Division are organized by the Teamsters; the remninlng Distribution 
Center (Camp Hill, Pa.) is unorganized. 

I.B.T. organization is strongest in the Bireley's and Birdseye 
Divisions, with 10 and 5 Teamster locals, respectively, having 
contracts with these two Divisions. 

A list of locations which are known to be unorganized, or for which 
no information is available, is shown in Tahle III. 

Most of the organized General Foods locations are in the Central 
Conference Area (Table IV). However, if one takes into account all 
the locations in a given Conference Area, whether organized or not, 
the Western Conference shows a higher degree of organization, i.e. - 
8 out of 12, as against 11 out of 21 in the Central Conference. 

Table IV also indicates that the bulk of known unorganized locations 
and those for which no information is available are in the Eastern 
Conference Area. 





A listing, by Conference Area, of the known organized locations, 
and the unions which represent the employees at these locations 
is attached as Tables V A—D. 

Tht* information on union organization is based on the following 
sources 

1 Replies to a letter dated August 25, 1955, sent to all 

Teamster local unions. Approximately 15% of the local unions, or 
133 of ail I B T. locals answered. 

2. Central and Eastern Conference officers. 

3. A list supplied from the office of Leon B. Schachter, 
Co-Chairman, Teamster-Butcher Joint Organizing Committee. 

In addition, these sources were liberally supplemented by data we 
had in our "key" company card file; by a thorough search of the 
contract files of the U. S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor 
Statistics; and by a check of Standard and Poor's Directory of 
Corporation Records. 

For your information, attached is a summary of union security pro¬ 
visions in General Food contracts that we have on file here in the 
National Office or which we have been able to examine elsewhere. 

You will note that Local 744 has a full union shop. A verbatim copy 
of the union shop clauses in this contract is also attached. 

We are also enclosing a copy of the union security provision in 
the Franklin Baker Division (Hoboken, N. J.) agreement with Meat 
Cutters #56. This contract, due to expire March 24, 1957, has a 
clause which, in effect, is a modified union shop (with an escape 
period). The crucial phrase in this clause is "shall, as a condi¬ 
tion of employment, pay or tender regular monthly dues to the Union 
throughout the period of the Agreement - - - -
